AY RIDICULOUS CLAIM 
London Free Presa 

Tn an effort to meet the criticism 
that the City of Toronto is the great- 
est benefactor fromi Toronto Univer- 
sity and yet contributes nothing to its 
coffers, a statement was recently sent 
out over the Canadian Press wires to 
the effect that the city exempted the 
university grounds and buildings from 
taxation. Credit was taken for this 
as amounting.to the samé as a grant 
and as offsetting the City of London's 
annual contribution of $55,000, 

The City of Toronto, with Us usual 
Modesty, is clalming credit where 
none is due. The facts are that the 
University of Toronto Is located on 
Crown lands and the city cannot do 
otherwise than exempt the Property 
from taxation. Toronto has no alterna 
tive. London grants exemption to 
Western Univeralty, as well as yotcs 
an appropriation, but here the bulld- 
{ngs are on taxable property. On a 
population basis* Toronto would harg 
to vote $700,000 per annum to equal 
London's grant. 

It cannot be denied that the City of 
Toronto derives the greatest benefit 
from the presence of the university 
{no its midst. This is proven by the 
abnormally large percentage of atu- 
dents attending the institution whose 
omes are In the Queen City. The 
whole of the Province 1s taxed for its 
maintaingnce; the city pays not # pol 
ltary cent to the university’s treasury, 
nor bave the citizens shown the gen- 
erosity of Montreal's wealthy men to- 
ward McGill.

“In spite of all these, and many other troubles, however, 
s -. the newspapers continue to carry on their work, and they are 
today the most potent force for good or evil in the world. It as 
a matter for congratulation that the press of Canada has an en- 
viable record as a power for all that is best and highest in the 

life of the nation.”

Tho following historical and descriptive sketch of the origin, objects 
and growth of Rotary will be of interest on the eve of the sixteenth birth.

; “What is the Rotary Club, anyway, and what does it all mean?" 
One answer might be that it is a small group of business and pro- 


" fessional men who gather once a week for a luncheon and a speaking 


program and that they seem to have a “corking'’ good time. 

But this isn’t the reat answer. It is no more correct than that defin- 
ition of a man which would describe him as *‘a biped on which to display 
clothes,” Yor Rotary, it seems, is an invisible thing which dwells in men's 
hearts and which is made manifest only through their thoughts and 
deeds. The getting together, the talking and the fun are only the means 
to the accomplishment of 2 great end. 

To get a clear understanding of the movement—for that's what it 


really is—it may be well to start at the beginning and see what brought | 


Rotary into being. Sixteen years ago a lonesome man—Paul P. Harris, 
a Chicago lawyer—invited 2 coal dealer, a coal operator( and a merchant 
tailor.to meet with him to form a little group of friends who could gather 
together once a week in each other's offices and enjoy that close acquaint- 
anceship which comes only through such frequent mectings. From the 
beginning cach man represented a diflerent business or profession. Strict 
adherence to this plan as each new man was added to the group has 
proven to be one of the vital points in the success of the Rotary club 
avhich came out of this small beginning. As the numbers grew slowly, 
of course, a name for the club was sought. Inasmuch as the men had 
been “rotating in their meetings in the offices of the members, someone 
suggested that it be called the “Rotation” club, and this jas ‘soon 
changed to “‘Rotary.” 
Lost for Time. 

For three years this club was “‘lost" in the commercial and social 
turmoil of the big city, just as its founder, Paul Harris, considered him- 
self “lost”? without congenial, dependable friends. Then one of the Chi- 
€ago men made a business trip to California and a second club was form- 
ed in San Francisco. This was the beginning of the movement which has 
Spread to all quarters of the globe. In addition to the 800 clubs in the 
United States, Canada, England, Scotland and Ireland, and including the 
six clubs in Cuba, clubs have been organized in Argentine, Spain, Uru- 
guay, France, Porto Rico, Panama, Hawaii, Japan, China, Philippine ls- 
lands and India, while active organization work is going forward in Den- 
mark, Chile, Peru, Egypt, Australia, Holland, Brazil and other countries.

It was written by Henry Carey, 
the author and composer of God Save the King, and he was born in 1692. 

Carey was a young man when he wrote the verses and composed the 
music of the song. For a while the song was neglected in the more ex- 
clusive circles, but he was the butt of much ridicule for having written it. 
But the tide of opinion veered the other way when Addison, the most 
classic writer of his age, pronounced the song ‘‘an excellent perform- 
pince.”” 

When the whole British nation was singing Sally in our Alley, Carey 
published an edition of it with a preface in which he told of its origin. 

- He-had one day seen a shoemaker’: 's apprentice out for a holiday jauot 
mith his sweetheart s'and so artless, innocent and tender were the actions 
of the young lavers that Carey decided to follow them around in their 
tambles. 

The apprentice took the girl to puppet shows, treated her to a sight 
pf Bedlam (the home of the insane), to a ride in ‘flying chairs,’ gave 
her, a collation of buns, cheesecake, gammon of bacon, stuffed beef and 
bottled! ale. “Carey never got near enough 1o overhear much of the con- 
‘versation, but he dil learn that the girl’s name was Sally and that they 
lived in the same street. Sally struck the poet as being a girl of as much 
modesty as beauty, and that her beau was deeply and honestly in love 
with her was apparent in every solicitous movement he made, as well as 
in-his glances. She, too, scemed scarcely less taken with him, although 
asa with more reserve. . 

. Carey’s songs, his humorous plays, his satires, his verses on the poli- 
tics of the day—everything he wrote—became the great topic of talk al- 
most everywhere, Why, he even gave the British their national anthem— 
God Save the King—and yet te could not obtain enough money to keep 
body and soul together comfortably.
